SEARCHING PLANE 


SIGHTS FOUR MEN 
AND DROPS FOOD 


Steamer Goes to Pick Up 


Kingsford-Smith and 3

AVIATORS VANISHED 
ON WAY TO ENGLAND 


Craft Forced Down but 
Crew Appears Safe and

SYDNEY, New South Wales, 
April 12.—Aftcur being lost 12 days 
in the wilds of northern Australia, 
Capt. Charles Kingsford-Smith and 
his three companions of the alr- 
plane Southern Cross were found 
today by the plane Canberra. 

Brief messages from the Canber- 
ra to a radio receiving station at 
Darwin. Northern Territory, told of 


sighting the missing plane, which 
once flew from California to Aus- 
tralia. The Canberra said the four 
flyers appeared safe and well. Food 
was dropped to them. 

Capt. Holden, piloting the Can- 
berra, sdid the plane was on a mud 
flat about 30 miles south from 
Port George Mission Station, which 
is on the Prince Regent River 
about 130 miles east of Derby. 
This would indicate that when 
Kingsford-Smith sent the message 
just before he made his forced 
landing that he was “about 109% 
miles east of Wyndham” he was 
instead hundreds of miles off the 
path from Sydney to Wyndham, « 
leg which was to be the first of 
an attempt to break the flight 
record between Australia and In- 
gland. 

Steamer on Way to Flyers. 

A steamer will leave Broome, 
Western Australia, this afternoon 
for the mouth of the Clenelg Kiver 
to pick up the flyers. The place 


where the plane came down is 
about 2540 miles by sea from 
Broome. 


While the Canberra did not say 
£0, it was assumed no landing waa 
possible in the area in which the 
Southern Cross was down, 

Licut. Keith Anderson, rival of 
Kingsford-Smith, himself hag been 
missing for more than 48 hours 
after flying into the wilds in 
search of the Southern Cross. 

The search for him may pre- 
sent a problem every bit as diffi- 
cult as has been that of the Bouth- 
ern Cross. Anderson bad Robert 
Hitchcock with him ‘They have 
not been heard from since they left 
Newcastle waters, Northern Terri- 
tory, about 466 miles from Wynd- 
ham. They were flying in a W est- 
land Widgeon monoplane. 

The brief messages of the Can- 
berra told a dramatic story of the 
culmination of the days of search- 
ing. The firet message, at 9:46 a. 
m., said: “After visiting the Port 
George Mission, we shall search 4!! 
the bays and inlets as far as Cape 
Londonderry.” (Cape Londonderry 
is the northermost point of W cet- 
ern Australia.) 

Reports Sighting Plane, 

At 11:31 a m. came the tmnecssage 
that the plane had been sighted 
and food dropped to the crew. That 
there might be no doubt as to the 
good news the message was re- 
peated. 

At 11:28 a m the Canberra 
wirelessed to the Southern Crone. 
“If you can hear us walk inte open 
ground.” Five minutes later the 
Canberra told the Darwin station, 
“they must be hearing but haven't 
seen therm.” 

At 12:26 the Canberra wirelessed: 


“The Southern Cross is approxi- 
mately 30 miles from the Port 
George Mission.

| _ DISARMAMENT MOVES ON. 


The German Government bas unassailable grounds 
for the proposal it will present to the League of Na- 
tions for a program of progressive reduction and lim- 
itation of armaments. The proposal will be addressed 
to the Preparatory Disarmament Commission, which 
will meet at Geneva. 

The German Government will submit as the basis 
of its proposal the Kellogg pact against war, the ex- 
isting arbitration treaties and the compulsory arbi- 
which 
supply in the Government’s view a maximum security 
for starting a general armaments limitation. The 
proposal on this ground puts the sincerity of the na- 
tions who signed the Kellogg treaty and support the 
World Court to a test. Do international agreements 
solemnly and deliberately entered into against war 
and for arbitration and judicatory settlements mean 
anything? This is the question the Berlin proposal 
directly presents to the nations. If the agreements are 
binding in conscience and judgment, then the reduc- 
tion of armaments is the next logical step. If they 
mean nothing, then the solemn pacts are scraps of 
paper and there is no peace security in the world. 
The difficulty of reaching an agreement lies be- 
tween Great Britain and the United States, whose 
disarmament conference at Geneva failed. These two 
leading naval Powers have not adjusted their differ- 
ences and therefore are chiefly concerned in the Ger- 
man proposal. Their sincerity will be severely tested, 
and their attitude will determine the success or fail- 
ure of the proposal. 

Coming from Germany, whose navy is reduced to 
a minimum, the proposal lacks the force which would 
be given it if it were offered by a naval Power, but 


disarmament proposals, and by Sweden and Holland, 
and doubtless will get abundant support from the 
smaller nations.

The Preparatory Disarmament Commission will 
have to consider it. There will have to be a -final 
judgment. That is the chief significance of the pro- 
posal. It is one of the many steps toward the settle- 
ment of the question of costly and menacing arma- 
ments and of establishing peace through law and ar- 
bitration. The movement in this direction is steadily 
growing in strength and will force a decision from 
the leading nations.

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BANISHES 
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WOLVERHAMPTON STREET CARS. 


Wolverhampton, an English city with a population | 
of more than 100,000, has banished its street car lines | 


altogether, with results that are being carefully tabu- 
lated and examined. The street cars have been re- 
placed, according to David Welster, a Wolverhamp- 
ton official, “by really luxurious six-wheeled, pneu- 
matic-tired, double-decked ‘trolley omnibuses,’ taking 


their electric power from overhead cables, but driven | 


and steered like motor cars.” These busses receive 
and discharge passengers at the curb. 

It is estimated that the removal of street car tracks 
has speeded up traffic 25 per cent. “With tramcars 
away and automatic traffic points,” says Mr. Webster, 
“we have brought down our traffic accidents by 60 
per cent. The difference in streets is remarkable. 
Even at the busiest times the rate of flow of all me 
chanical vehicles through the center of Wolverhamp- 
ton never falls below 15 miles an hour and normally 
one could drive from end to end of the town at 20 
miles an hour.” 


Last year, because of saving in track maintenance | 
the trolley busses made a

profit of approximately $150,000. The old street car 
debt is being amortized and wil! be cleared away in 
1931. Charles Owen Silvers of Wolverhampton says: 
“Taking away our tramway lines has had the effect 
of doubling the width of our roads. We have doubled 
our road capacity by a stroke, and saved money as 
well. There is little doubt that every tramway un- 
dertaking in towns of a size comparable to Wolver- 
hampton or smaller will be dead within the next 
few years.” 

Germany is so interested in Wolverhampton’s ex- 
periment that she has taken movies of its operation 
for display in German cities, and delegations from 
five other European countries and three British cole 
nies are arriving in Wolverhampton to study its solu- 
tion of the transportation problem. Whatever the

WASEINGTON, April 12.-—Up- 
position to the proposed restriction 
on the importation of sugar from 
the Phil§ppine “Was eX- 
pressed to President Hoover yest: 
day by Chairman KEKiess of the 
House Insular Committee. When 
the proposal comes before the. 
House, he said, it will go to the! 
Ways and Means Committee rather | 
than to his own rroup, and for this | 
reason he wanted to make his 
position: known to the President. 

Like all other commodities im- | 
ported from the Philippines, sugar | 
is now free from the operation of; 
the tariff or other restrictions. | 
Keiss said that as long as the 
islands are under the American flag 
such barriers should be avoided. He | 
thought there was no danger that 
the amount of sugar which comes) 
from the archipelego would break | 
down the sugar business in the! 
United States. He also called at- |

Because the evaporation breaks 
up the fat globules into tinier ones, 
the milk will never separate; yet 
the milk can be whipped. Because 
evaporated milk is whole milk it 
is especially rich in flavor and 
makes the most delicious gravies 
and sauces imaginable as well as 
lending special richness to all 
dishes in which milk is used. 
Condensed milk has been evapo- 


rated and has had sugar added in 


the manufacturing process. Ac- 
cordingly, it saves in the addition 
of sugar and also saves time in the 
preparation of dishes which con- 
tain milk and sugar. 

Dried milk is known the world 
around: for this powdery product 
is simply the solids of milk, from 
which all the water has been re- 
moved. To use dried milk, water 
must be added, but the amount of 
water can be varied just as in the 
other forms of canned milk.

First, the American 
and Asiatic wild rose types, which 
are grown as shrubs and which are 
perfectly hardy without protection; 
second, the hybrid perpetuals, oft- 
en called June roses and cabbage 
roses, which blossom once in June 
and once in the fall and are quite 
hardy but need some protection in 
Northern states; third, the hybrid 
teas, called monthly or everlasting 
roses, which are not hardy where 
the winters are at all. severe, and 
need perfect protection in the win- 
ters in the Northern § states: and 
|fourth, the hardy climbers, includ- 
ling multiflora and polyantha, 
| bunch-flowering types, and the hy- 
| Seiad wichuraianas. 
| This is a rough classification and 
| does not purport to include every- 
|thing, but is sufficient to guide you 
jin getting a start with roses. 
The first thing to decide, as in 
‘the case with any flowers you may 
i buy, is where you will put them in 
|your garden. The rose shrubs will 
|grow in your shrubbery border and 
isome of the hybrid perpetuals may

Los Angeles, pink shaded with 
gold, and Kaiserin, white tinted 
with lemon, are some of the hy- 
brid teas which have been voted 
among the best by the 
Rose society. 

If one grows hybrid teas in the 
Northern states he must be
